Success  Depends  on  Trust 


One  of  the  principal  \-icdms  in 
Hnron's  collapse  has  been  public 
trust.  If  the  allegations  of 
executive  irresponsibility,  even  illegal 
conduct,  prove  true,  the  cynicism  that  the 
bankruptcy  has  engendered  wiU  become 
more  pervasive. 

The  Enron  story  reminded  me  strongly 
of  the  warning  that  WiUiam  A.  Weary,  an 
author,  former  teacher,  independent  school 
trustee  and  now  consultant  on  leadership 
and  governance  in  education,  presented  at  a 
conference  I  attended  a  few  years  ago. 

Mr.  Weary  talked  about  the  deteriorating 
attitudes  towards  institutions.  These 
deteriorating  attitudes  are  creating  a 
disturbing  distrust  of  institutions,  both 
private  and  public.  We  have  only  to  think  of  the  increasing 
cynicism  we  are  exposed  to  from  the  huge  variers'  of  media  we 
read,  watch  and  hear.  This  cynicism  contributes  to  the  distrust 
of  institutions.  Certainly  the  Enron  situation  has  fueled  the 
public's  cynical  attitude  about  the  cozy  relationships  among 
business,  accountancy  and  government. 

At  the  same  time,  Mr.  Weary  proposed  that  the  CNidence 
suggests  that  one  institution,  the  independent  school,  is 
running   contrary    to   the    trend    and,   in    fact,   independent

schools  have  largely  retained  the  trust  of  the 
public. 

Such  trust,  then,  becomes  our  schools' 
most  precious  asset,  because  our  success 
depends  on  the  trust  and  confidence  people 
place  in  us. 

We  wiU  only  keep  that  trust  if,  as  a  school 

communit};  we  continue  to  work  hard  to 

ensure  that  Sel\v\'n  House  is  a  place  where 

teachers  take  the  time  to  know  students  well; 

where  teachers  and  parents  know  each  other 

well;  where  students  know  that  they  matter 

and   are   a  \ital   and  integral  part  of   the 

enterprise;  where  everyone  tries  to  do  his  or 

her  best;   and  where   there   is   a  universal 

commitment  to  integrity'  —  and  where  the 

adults  set  the  example. 

This  kind  of  school  communit}'  promotes  a  trust  of  adults 

among  the  students,  and  influences  them  not  to  adopt  so 

easily  a  cynical  attitude  toward  institutions  in  general  and  the 

adults  who  run  them. 

As  teachers,  we  are  forever  hopeful  that  our  efforts  at 
creating  an  attitude  among  students  that  is  not  cynical  will  help 
them  direct  the  instimtions  and  enterprises  that  they  will  lead 
in  the  future  in  the  opposite  direction  from  the  one  Enron  has 
taken.

1  lie  works  at  the  Centre- 
concentrate  on  the  last  three  decades 
of  Mies's  career,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  greadv  contributed  to  the 
transformation  of  the  landscape  of 
North  America.  Many  of  Mies's 
projects  are  included,  among  them 
Vi'estmount  Square. 

Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe's 
innovative  ideas  had  a  decisive 
influence.  WTiether  in  a  private  home, 
a  museum,  or  a  high-rise  tower 
complex,  Mies  always  sought  to 
express  the  spirit  of  his  times.  He 
continuously  developed  his  concept  of 
a  universal  area,  a  large  open  space 
flexible  enough  to  accommodate  any 
function. 

After  examining  photographs, 
\-iewing  \ideos,  and  studying  models 
of  some  of  Mies's  most  famous  works, 
the    boys    discovered    his    way    of
